jutt been discovered in Una city. 
The 


character ot their work is so perfect as to 
defy every ordinary te». 
With their 


shrewd method ot distributing the corns it 
is bellevrd tbat hundreds of them are si- 
ready scattered through the oily and sur- 
rounding towns. It was nnly lost evening 
that the first spurious coin was detected, 
and already a number if others have been 
found. The counterfeit is almost a peifeol 
imitation of the silver dollar of 1892. 
Tbe 


work is done ID a most finished manner, 
and the head of the Goddess of Liberty is 
so p- 'eat that it cannot be distinguished 
from that of real coin by toe most oarelul 
tests, 
Tbe coin is made of silicon and 


silver, so balanced as to give tbe eiact 
weight of 412^ grains. When thrown 
upon a counter tbe coin rings in the most 
natural manne> and no means ot distin- 
guishing Ibe counterfeit from the real coin 
has yet been discovered exoept by running 
it Ihroogb a tis'ing machine. 
Even in 


Ibis it answers every requirement exoept 
in tbiokntB*. 
Tbe milled edge of tbe 


lonnterfeit IB a trifle thicker than that of 
tbe real ooin, though a few mouths' wear 
would quickly remove this difference. 


The coins are bright and new and evi- 


dently have just left the dies. The officers 
are sutinfl-d that they cannot have come 
from tbe East, but htvti been made either 
in Idaho, on the Sonud or in Spokane.

A Unique Invention. 


, Tl» last application of the 
the-slot principle is characterized by 
common sense, ingenuity aaA utility.

The public will receive pen- 
hies instead of giving them. The idea is 
this To the person who turns a crank 
100 times the machine yields up one 
penny. The crank is connected inside, 
With H dynamo, and the 100 revolutions 
of the handle manufacture and store a 
jjxiantity of electrical energy which is to 
be eventually retailed by the owners of 
the machine for the purpose of produc- 
ing illumination. 


> The plan appears to be f easibleenough, 
and it would certainly in districts where 
unemployed labor abounded be pro- 
ductive of considerable good. No man 
need go in want of a meal who can ap- 
ply himself to the electrical automatic 
machine. And the invention might be 
capable of wide application. Why should 
not every household be provided with 
one? Every member of the family might 
in the name of exercise give the handle 
BO many hundred turns a day sufficient, 
if tbat were possible, to provide elec- 
tricity enough for the purposes of light- 
ing. 


j The turning of the crank might super- 
sede dumbbell practice in the mornings, 
and during the summer months it might 
be possible to store enough electrical 
energy to tide over the winter. From 
tbe point of view of the man in the street 
It wonld be interesting to know what in- 
come he could make in a week by a 
reasonable expenditure of effort. 
Even 


if only 100 revolutions could be per- 
formed in five minutes, the operatoi 
would be working at the rate of a shil- 
ling an hour, a scale of remuneration 
much in excess of that paid in some in- 
dustries involving quite as much physical 
•xertion,—Electricity.

Bow a New Industry In vTUeb Germany 


Bxcela Came to Be Established In This 
Country—As Tet It Ia In Its Infancy. 
Mice Work For Women. 
Minneapolis can claim a monopoly in 


at least one industry. There is none like 
It in the country. Germany is the near- 
est competitor. The lace paper factory 
nere ii the only one in the country. How 
the industry came to be established 
here and the development of certain 
Instabilities in regard to it make quite 
an original Btory. 


A certain business man tolerably well 


known in Minneapolis once npon a time 
loaned some money and material to n 
Rnaaian immigrant who was trying to 
•tart a greenhouse in St. PanL The flo- 
rint w«s very grateful for the help, but at 
the end of six months had not repaid any 
of the loan. The business man hunted 
him up and inquired wherefore this neg- 
ligence. The florist explained his difficul- 
ties at some length, and sorrowfully 
averred that in addition to other bur- 
dens he had to support his brother. 


•Why doesn't your brother go to 


work?" 


• Pardon, sir. He is honest and indus- 


trious, but can find no work at his trade." 


••What trade can that be?" 
•He is a lace paper maker and there 


are are no f actones of that sort here, and 
be has not much chance at other trades 
where he bus no skill." 


An interview with the paper maker re- 


vealed some interesting facts, and after 
gome investigation several Minneapolis 
capitalists concluded to start a factory 
to evolve the dainty confections that 
modern ingenuity says may be made 
from paper The industry is still so new 
that its present condition may be re- 
garded as only an earnest of the future. 


The tad for fancy lamp shades makes 


a special department which was not at 
Brat contemplated. Crape paper devel- 
ops in all tlio soft, dainty sheen of silk. 
Women are specially good at this branch 
ut the industry, as it requires patience 
and that peculiar "knack" which no man 
ever hail, and tho woman who possesses 
it ia luckier thun if she had beauty, 
though she never thinks so herself. 


Now. 
this business of making lamp 


shndes and flower pots and paper flowers 
and dolln is light, clean work and pays 
well if a woman has the bent for that 
kind of work. 
The prettiest lamp shades I ever saw 


were being made at the factory. The 
tobacco leaf forms the latest model. 
.Two contrasting shades of crape paper 
form the leaf. It is cut in the proper 
shape, and a deli rate wire forma the mid 
rib of the leaf and makes tho shade sub- 
stantial enough to stand wear. Four 
Ions leaves and four shorter ones droop 
from a common center and make the 
daintiest shade imaginable. 1 saw a tinj 
one of this same pattern for an incan 
descent light. The red leaves were lined 
with pale yellow, and how the electric 
litfht did glow through the blended col- 
ors! A skillful workwoman can only 
construct four or five of these Shades a 
day 
Their price consequently doesn't 


exactly bnng them within the reach of 
nil but they promise to largely take the 
pluce of eilkjmd illusion. The operative 
earns from $8 to $10 a week in the shade 
department. 


Lace paper for lining the edges of 


boxes really forms the important part 
of this industry. Look at a bit of this 
dainty paper and see how faithfully il 
reproduces every thread of the lace from 
which it is copied. When jeojlo are 
told that these delicate patterns aro 
stamped from engraved metal plates, 
they ore apt to look incredulous, Still 
that is the process. 


For many years Germany has con- 


trolled this industry. The consul at 
Berlin in his last annual report states 
that 7.000.000 pounds of lace paper are 
exported annually to the United States. 


One fine day good fortune befell the 


industry. A man came in and asked for 
employment. He was a designer and 
engraver of places from Germany. He 
declined to give any information as to 
bow he knew the factory was in Minne- 
apolis or why he came. He simply said 
•,hey could try Inn work, and if they were 
satisfied he would stay. He has re- 
mained ever since. 1 saw him several 
unit s «nd ditln't wonder that there was 
,ome hesitancy about engaging him. He 
.mglis about 828 pounds. Tho face is 
ntplligent »ncl refined, but the buahj 
iwird and long hair, combined with the 
iniMiilar friime, give the man the ap- 
ipittMuce of one used to vigorous manua 
iihur Appeariuueu are deceptive in thit
